- ADJOURNED

Finished Business Yesterday
Afternoon and Left al Once

A HIGHER PER DIEM RATE

1

This Was Discussed, but No Ac{ion
Taken at this Time—Over Two
Huyndred Thousand Miles of
Railroad Represented,

The American Rallway  Assoclation ad-
journed  yesterduy afternpon, afier a
forenoon and afternoon eesulon, having
tnken acton on the reports of several
standing commitiess.  About one hun-
dred or ono hundred and twenty members
ware present, Including the president,
two vice-presidents and secretaty. Thesa
wern guests at the Jefferson, but the
meetings of the body were held at the
Magonic Temple,

Those present at the meeting repre-
sented about 200,000 .miles of rallway,
cach rood belng entitled to one vote [or
every one thousand miles of road. Boms
of the delegates were, therefore, en-
titled to elght voles, representlng eight
thousand miles of road. The convention
consisted of men in the executive and

pperaling departments of rallways of

this ecountry,

The organization meets seml-annually,
but all of its business ia fransacted by
committees, which meet from time to
tlme In the intervals beiween the asso-
ciation’s meetings. Usually the meetings
of the assoclation consume only two or
Lhrea hours, This meeting, however, be-
gan at 11 ‘A, M, and continued until
abouy 2 P. M, when a recess for dinner
wasg had. The body reconvened at 3
and sar until 5. ’

THE PER DIEM RATE.

The princlpal business before {he asso-
clation was the consideration of the re-
port of the car service committes, Thers
was a [ree Interchange of views on the
question of « higher per dlem rate on
cars. The subject was discussed In some
detail, but no actlon looking to a change
of rates was taken. The commities re-

port recommending a continuance of
present rates for another year was
adopted.

The reports of Lhe commlttees on safety
np{thancc\a. traln rules and other de-
talls of rallroading, were adopted with
1itle or no-dscussion. In fact, the meet-
ing was of-littis Interest outslde of 1all-

road cireles, dealing with technleal de-
talls of the work.
The commiiteeman serve for one, 1wo

or thren years, the terms of some expir-
Ing ‘at. th'e meeting. Thelr =uccessora
were named: by the agsocintion. The place
of the next meeling Is to be declded by
one of Lhe committees.

During their stay in the city the mem-
bers of tha assoclation weie enlertalned
in drives around the clty and some went
out to the Deep Run Hunt Club, It was
{ha Intention of the local rnilwu{' offloialg
to take the visitors over the Chesapeake
ond Ohlo viaduct and out to the Locomo-
tive TWorks, but L was so late when the
segslon concluded that' this plan had to
he abandoned.

Nearly all the members left the eity on
the carly even ng tralns, ahd before mid-
11lght practlenlly all had one, AmMong
he late arrivals was Mr, W. A, Turk,
passengpr traffle manager of the Eouth-
ern Railway system. He was for y¥ears
general  pussenger agent of the system,
n]ncl s widely knownp [In rallroad elr-
clos.

In dgcussing the former sublect, Dr,
Mazyek P Havenel, of Phlladelphla; re-
gretted the disinclination of Federal and
Btate nuthorities to permit eriminals con-
demned to death to be Inoculated with
the tubercule germ In the interésts of sci-
ence, He suid that he. wus sure thal a
nin eendemned to death would most wili-
Ingly take his chances of contracting tu-
berculosls ns  against  electrocution  or
Langing. \

Hue omphatically controverted the com-
mon theary that dry sputum s the un-
dorlying cause of tubercular Infectlon.

The Commlittee on Garhage reporicd
through Rudolph Hering, C. E., of New
York. J

The recommendation was made that
each clty should study the question as re-

The report of the Commlittee on ths Eti-
mology of Yellow Fever was presented hy
Dr. John W. Raoss, United States navy.
1t shows that the paramount problem in
dealing . with yellow fever iz lts convey-
anca by the mosquite, and the report rec-
ommends a closer study of the hiberna-
tion of the Insect, especlally Infected fo-
